E are vow arriv’d at the Greek 
Tougue , the Common Parent of the 
W eftern Languages, and the mo Jt 
accomplijlfd Tongue in the World •, 
whether you examine the Weight, 

_____ Purity, Force, Roundnefs , Plenty , 
the Manly Graces , the Delicacy, and unparalleVd Mu- 
Jick of it : It hath vo Equal by far in any one of thefe 
Particulars •, and as it is the great Source of mojl Arts 
and Sciences, the Original of the Terms of them , and 
the Spring of Learning , it has ajujl Claim to Pre-emi- 
nence over all Languages whatever, without any Le fen* 
hg to the Hebrew *, which, indeed, as it is the Con- 
veyance of the Divine Will to us in the Old Tejl ament, 
las in that one 'Senfe a Right to the Preference •, hut 
the Greek , ( coyfiderdas a Language, both in the Na- 
ture, Ufe, Extent , and Importance of it, is the mojl 
fnijb'd that ever was utter d by Mankind. For, tho 
Schikkard, in his Horolog. Hebr. has provd the 
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■fysak of it, with the Poet, on a (lift

Tetj beautiful as it is, it is no where fpoken at prt* 
fent , as the Vernacular Tongue. The Modern Greek 
is extremely corrupted with the Xurkilhj and other 
Mixtures *, and very much debauch'd, as in Nature , 
jo in Pronunciation: To that degree , that few even of 
the Eccleflaflicks, or the mofi Learned among the Mo- 
dem Greeks, pretend to a tolerable Skill in it A 

Specimen of the Modem Greek you mayflnd in the 
Pater-Nofter, in Gordon's Geography-, and among 
other Injlarxes of it, we may reckon chiefly in our 
Country the two Epiflles of the Patriarch of Alexan- 
dria, one to the late Queen, of Ever-blejfed Memory 9 
the other to the then Archbifnqi of York, a Verflon of 
which may vow he read iu the Memoirs of Literature 
for that Time. They now retain indeed the Liturgies 
of Chryfoftcm and Baft! in the older Greek $ one for 
Common Lays, the other for Feftivals yet they are 
under flood by the Vulgar no more than Latin by the 
vulgar Paptfls. And for Commerce, the Greeks 
row commonly ufe what is calfd . the Lingua Ffanta, 
compos'd of Italian, French, Spanilh, tec. And 

this is alfo very much employ d bt the Conrerfution of 
thofe Countries. The Greek at frfl was proper to 
Hellas, a Part of Greece 5 but was fpread after 
thro 5 Macedonia and Epirus, the fcgean Ifles, the 
Cyclades, and along the HelkfpontVo Constantino- 
ple. Thence it pafs'd to Alia Minor, by the Grecian 
Colonies $ but did not extinguijh the Native Tongues of 
that Country. 3 Tis imagin'd that the Twenty, two 
Languages fpohn by Mithridates, were in the CvMpafi 
of this Afia or Anatolia 5 that being moflly the Sound 
of his Kingdom. He r next Prog refs was tv the Coafls 
of Thrace, the Mouths of the Danube, Taurica, the 
River Phafis, T rebizond, and the Shores of the Eu- 
xine Sea. This was the Run of the Greek from Eaffi 
to North. She bent her Conrfe in another Quarter 
to Crete, Cyprus, Sicily, and the Mediterranean 

If and s, 
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Jficmds, and went beyond the Pharo of Meffina, and 
the Tyrrhene Sea to Calabria, fix'd fome time in 
Apulia 5 was taught and fpoken very much in Italy, 
even in the fiomjhhig Time of the Roman Empire \ 
infomticb that the Hifiories of Rome it felfi by Po- 
lybius, Appian, &c. were written in it. Tully 
owns, that in his Days, the Latin was very much in «■ 
ferior to it in Ufe 7 Extent , and Reputation . It mads 
a Stay likewife by means of a Greek Colony in Marr 
feilles, in Provence, and the Maritime Parts of Sa- 
voy. It was likewife fettled in Afric, in Cyrene, 
Alexandria, Egypt, &c. which were Peopled with 
Greeks. There are three Leading Caufes of this Ex* 
tent of the Greek : The Conquejh of Alexander, and 
his Svccejfors, the Civility , Politenefs , and Leaning 
of the Greeks, who look'd upon the rcjl of Men as 
Barbarians •, and their extraordinary Commerce , /it- 
perior to all but the Phenician and Armenian, which 
is the Reafon why they chiefly planted themf elves in the 
SeaCoafts , and did not enter very far into the Inland 
of a Country. 

But now the Sclavonic hath taken her Place in 
Epirus and Macedonia, the Turkifh for the mofi 
part in Alia, and the Arabic in Paleftine, Syria, 
Egypt, &c. The Modern Greek is new fuvk frcvi 
the Ancient , more than the Italian from the Latin •, 
and it has not been heard , that any Dialetf of the OLl 
Greek is fpoken of late , except in feme few Place v 
tear Heraclea in Aha, in the Morea, and fovte other 
Towns i but very corruptly and improperly . 

This has not happen'd fo much by common Charge , 
Fatality, or Conquejf, or a Flood of Foreign People , 
as by their own Supinenefs and Indolence. For the 
very Nation of the Greeks is now dwindled to a very 
low Remainder $ low in every Senfe , in Spirit , Tajle , 
Knowledge, and that ancient Bravery that was the 
$reat DiJlinSion formerly of this Country . This may

ch e fotne Idea of the ancient State of this Tongue, 
which for Knowledge, Copioufnefs , and Commerce , h 
the frjr of Languages. The Greek Tongue and Let- 
ters are akin to the Coptic or Egyptian, and the 
Karnes of them almojlthe fame ; and Eufeb. Lib. io. 
de Prep. Ev. c. 8. tells us from the Covfejjion of 
Diod. Sic. Bib. I. p. 8 6. Ed. Grec. Lat. tbatviojf 
rf the Gods , Rites , and Myfteries of Old Greece, 
were borrow'd from the Egyptians. 

The Ufe of this Tongue is fo various and important , 
that it cannot in a narrow Compafs ‘be defcriba . T be 
Terms of mofl Arts and Sciences, the Knowledge of 
tie Qajjic Authors , and all that depends upon it $ the 
Knowledge of the Scriptures , in which the bejl Part of 
it, the New Te ft ament , was pennd in Greek, and 
the Verfon of the LXXIL which was mojl in Ufe in 
the earliefi Times of Cbriftiauity, for the Old , is writ- 
ten in the fame $ Fathers , Councils $ Philofophy An- 
ciert and Modem , in all its Branches, and all the Kinds 
of Polite Learning ; of the Latin, which flows from 
it, and innumerable Words in the Modern Languages , 
fr ringing either at flrfl , or in a fecondary Manner, 
from the Greek *, ancient Hiflory, Geography, Matbe- 
ma ticks, PhyflJ:, Anatomy , Criticifm, Divinity, &c* 
and whatever has a Connexion with them, depends fo 
chfdy upon the Greek, that it fully proves the Ne- 
cejjitx and immenfe Advantage of a juft Acquaintance 
with it ; fo that he who is not a tele/ able Majler of it, 
wlatei'.er bis other Talents may be, is a Stranger to true 

Learning.. 

After thefe Hints , it will be of Ufe to hunch out 
fart Iyer , and enter into the Hiflory of this Tongue. 
The lgncrar.ee of the Monkifh Ages was chiefly owing 
to ibeir want of knowing the Greek, the great Channel 
of Letters . There are, as in others, fame Points in 
it that bar e employ'd the Criticks in a particular Man- 
ner, a the fuppefed Agreement of it jrith the Punic 

or 
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Or Phoenician, the Canfes , Number, and Propriety 
of the Dialed h, the Pronunciation, and the Antiquity 
and Re af on of fie Accents and PunBhtion. The Hy- 
pothefs of forhe is fur prizing (as of Rudbeckius in 
Atlantic, c. 32, and 38, 8tc.) that the Greeks did 
not receive their Letters from Cadmus and Phoenicia, 
btit from the Riinae of the Old Goths 5 becaufe they 
are , moft of them , no more than the Runic CharaBcrs 
inverted *, and thofe which the Phenicians had , Mori 
in Number than the Runae, came from the Hebrews, 
or Chaldeans,- or were contriv'd by the mf elves. This 
is left to the Curiotis . Dii Frefne in GlofTar. has 
been large upon the Corruption of this Tongue 5 and 
thinks it is due to the mingling of the Greeks with 
other Nations , which left many Idioins of each Tovgv.d 
in it. Salmafitis is of Opinion , that it was corrupted 
by the Romans, during their Empire in Greece •, and 
it is a Complaint of Julian, a great Lover of the 
Attic Elegance, Ep. 55. that a Mixture of Foreign 
Words from other Countries made the Greek barba- 
rous. And foirie Fathers , as Eufeb. Athanaf. Bafil 
the Great ? both Gregories, Chryfoft. &c. give d 
Warning to the Reader , not to be offended with their 
barbarous Ufe of fotne Words ^ which is therefore left 
to be wondred at in the By&antine Writers , and the 
Booh of the Ka.tn\&yJ. } when it was fo debauch'd Ly the 
Turks, &c. that , as Symeon Cabafilaas tells us, there 
were 70 DialeBs of it. And Symeon Zygomalas 
admires , that Athens, the Seat of Learning formerly , 
was more deprav'd in the Common Speech than other 
Places. Many Writers have fpoke of the Conformity 
of the German fo it 5 which makes , fay they , for the 
Honour dvd Antiquity of that Tongue that they are 
alike in a Number of Words dvd Phrafes • and that the 
German, in agood medfitre , is only the Greek curtail'd *

from fome Greek Colonies in Germany j a Proof of

As all T hings, even States and Kingdoms, are liable 
to certain Revolutions in Rife and Decay $ fo this 
Tongue has had its Periods. IK bile Greece obey'd the 
Laws of Solon and Lycurgus, the Tongue and the 
Nation found'd • but when , upon the Death of Epa^ 
minondas, after the Struggles of Athens and Sparta 
for the Sovereign Power of Greece, Philip of Mace- 
don improv'd their Civil Jars, to enfave the whole 
Country *, and at lafl , on the Conquejl of Perfeus, the 
life Macedonian Prince , by L. JEm. Paulus, it was 
reduc'd ly the Romans, and decreed , that the Prators 
of all the new Conquejls fiould proceed only in Latin $ 
then by thefe feveral Steps , this Language decay'd in 
Purity. And this was increas'd further by the Mixture 
of other Let ions, on the Decline of that Empire - r 
and the Fall of the Tongue and the Country together , 
can pleated at lad h'j the Turks under Mohammed II.

Sat. i. 15. Proc. Gaz. Reg. 3. 17. Jof. con. Ap. 1, 
Cun. de rep. Heb. 1. 4. La£l. de Ver. Sap. 4. 2. 
Jof Ant. Jud. 12. 2. Cafaub. Exer. ad Annal. 
Baron. 2. An. 1. Hum, Jp. Buxt. Syn. 30. Hot- 
ting. Thefl Phil. 1. c. 3. S. 3. Q. 12. Joh. 18.

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Gfeek Fhilofophers , who were after the Time of tie 
Jewifli Prophets , and chiefly ow'd their Knowledge, 
as the Jews t hemfekes did , to the Egyptians • for 
Pythagoras began to be eminent after the Jewifh Cap- 
tivity * the Seven wife Men in the Time of Cyrus ^ 
and Mofes was more ancient than all the eminent Men 

of Greece, in the Time of Cerops, firfl King of 
Athens: Some think Inachus Contemporary with 
Moles ; as Polemo de Reb. Grec. t. Apion, 
con. Jud. Ptol. Mend, in Reb. Egyp. Hellanicus, 
and Philoch. in jEth. &c. fo Juft. Mart, ad genfes. 
Tatian adv. Gre. Cle. Al. St. r. But Eufeb. 
has provd the contrary . See on this Head . EuC

Next we may rechon Socrates, after the War with 
Xerxes, at firfl a Painter , Ger. VoIP de Graph. 46. 

He was the firfl true Pbilofopher in Greece ■ but 
he feparated alfo firfl the true Knowledge of Things 
from the Art of fp eating gracefully in his Deputations ,• 
whereas Pbilofophy and Rbetorick before were join d. 

Cic. de.Or. 3. Laert. deSoc. Cic. Tufc. j. Plat, 
Apol. Soc. Themift. Or. Sec. &c. Before him , were 3 
Se 3 s of Philofcphers in Greece, the Ionic, Italick, 
and Eleatick ^ and from the School of Socrates 
fprung three more , the Academic, Stoic, and Peri- 
patetic. Two Caujes which chiefly darken the Writings 
of Ariftotle are , the Fables of the Poets , and the 
Symbols of the Pythagoreans, which crept into the 
Greek P hilofopby. Add to thefe the Epicurean, 
founded by Leucippus, who | taught Democritus, thp 
Mafler of Epicurus. 

JTith the Philofoplers of Greece we may join the 
Hiflorians ; among whom the oldefl extant (for the 
Writings of many before him are lofl) is Herodotus, 
in the Time of Darius, Son of Hyftafpes, XerXes, 
and Artaxerxes Loneim, V ofs, de Hift. Gr. 1. 1. 

and 
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aid 2. Thucydides, Thirteen Tears later than He* 
rodotus, Gell. 15.-23. and Xenophon, fome time 
after, are the mofi conjiderable . 

To thefe we touft join the Orator*, Ten of, whom, 
the Principal , floitrifiid in one Age, Demofthenes, 
of Scythian Parentage by tlye Mother s Side , Liban. 
in JEfchin. and liberates, a Mafier of a Rhetorical 
School in his own Houfe , are the mofi difiinguijhed. 
After thefe , the Grecian Eloquence became more fift 
and , effeminate ; and Dem. Phalereus, Wjo was of this 
CharaBer in Style , ij the laft that can fairly be thought 
an Athenian Orator . Cic. de Clar. Or. 

Next to thefe f on riff d the Seven Poets , favour i 
and carefsd by PtoL Philadelphia, Tzet. in Lyc. 
Thefe were , Lycophron, Theocritus, Aratus, Hi- 
cander, Apollonius Rhodius Scholar to Callimachus, 
Philicus, and Honler the Tragedian. The Scboliajf 
of Theocr. tells us, that his PafioraU took their .Rife 
frojn the Hymns fung to Diana by the Swains of Syra- 
Cufe, for quelling a Sedition among them . There was 
another Theocritus, a Pbilofoplxr of Chios. Macr. 
Sat. 7. 3. The Caufe why thefe great/ Men appear i 
together, and fo in the like Cafes, was feme happy Cir* 
cum fiances in the Times , and a generous Spirit of 
Emulation. Boeder, de El. Vir. liv % 

Now as to the Extent of this Tongue : Qod was 
pleas'd to make vfe of it, as an Infinmevt to fpreai 
the Knowledge oj bis Will among the Heathens. Upon 
this Foundation it was, that the Infcription of Pilate 
upon the Crofs was in Greek, as well as Hebrew and 
Latin.

Scipio Afric. the great Friend of the latter , was ac- 
cus'd when Proconful in Sicily, for his covflant Uf ■ of 
the Greek Habit , as their manner was , in bis Appli- 
cation to that Learning.

Then the Hiflo - 
rians, Q. Fabius, and L. Cincius, wrote the old 
Roman Hiflory in this Tongue • and fo did others , 
For the Latin then was confin'd to its own Bounds , 
and thofe very narrow , Cic. pro Arch.

While the Seleucidal reign d, 
the Greek prevail'd much in Judffa .* And the common 
People did not fpeak the Syriac, but a middle Tongue 
between that and the Hebrew, call'd that of Jerufa- 
lem.

To enter into a Critick on thefe, or their other great 
Mafters , would be inconlijlent with this Work , and the 

Reader ntnfi.be ref err a to other Hands for it. 

Let me add to the Account of their Grammarians, 
Budseus, who Jludied under John Lafcaris, ( as there 
was another Conftantine Lafcaris, who taught at 
Meflina, Ann. 1470.) the firft Collector of the Me- 
dicean Library • And after the Native Greeks had, 
as above is faid , written Grammars of their Tongue in 
the Greek $ others began to form Greek Grammars in 
Latin * particularly Urban, Tutor to Leo X. and 
Canninius in the Univerfity of Paris. Clenard put; 
out an AbfiraB of a Grammar in Flanders, An.i 
Ramus another at Paris, Ann. 1757. His Steps 
mere follow'd by Cranzius, and Sylburg, Allied and 
Sanftius, &c. only the two latter departed fomething 
from the Way of the former. The Method of Ramus 
is tiot fo true ; hut he teas the foil remarkable Greek

be look'd upon as the Difciples of Ramus. V o 
ifius has added feveral Things from Sylbuxg and Qi- 
ninius, to the Grammar of Clenard.

Golius, Huldric, Gelner, and a Multitude of others. 
But the Grammar that has chiefly obtain d in the Fo- 
reign Schools , has been that pf Clenard. 

Some Remarks may fill be made on the Pronuncia- 
tion , and thofe who have reford it.
